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thelike honors asat Germain gerpres; thence 
they broughthimrthrough all the ſtreetes and 
publike places of the Ciry of Paris. Thoſe thar 
alliſted at this notable Conuoy,ſome were ar- 
med with ſwords, and ſtaucs, others carried 
billers,faggors,and truffcs of ſtraw,to make a 
fire to roaſt and burne him. And for Frophics 
of thevitorics he obtainedin his imaginaric 
barrels, they carried before him Tauerne bu- 
ſhes, and ſuch like royes, they came to the 
Greaue,where comonly Traitors ate puniſh- 
ed, there, they burnt one part of what remai- 
ned of this Calloflus of pride andpreſumpris, 
the other part halfe ſcorched and burnt, is by 
all the people with great derifion drawne to 
Montfaucon,Beholg this goodly monument, 
the Obſequies and funerall ofthe moſt noble,.
